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Are Buried at Arling­ 
ton Cemetery. 
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Together W ith Cabinet and O ther 
High D ignitaries A ttend the C ere­ 
monies—Fifteen Thousand Citizens 
I’rm wit to Do Honor to the Fallen 
Heroex Farew ell Salute and Tap*. 


Washington, April 7. — W ith full 
honor* of w ar upon the crest of the 
southern slope of Arlington o mutely 
yesterday afternoon, the nation, repre­ 
sented by President McKinley, his cabi­ 
net and other high dignitaries of the 
government, the commanding general 
of the army and other distinguished of­ 
ficers, all the regular and m ilitia organ­ 
isations of the district and av ast con­ 
course of 15,000 people, paid the last 
tender tribute of bonav aud respect to 
the beni ie* of 336 offb sr* and men who 
gave their lives on distant battlefields 
for their country daring the Hjmuish- 
American war and who were yesterday 
mastered 
into the silent army tbat 
sleeps in the last bivouac of the brave. 
The spot selected is in the new addi- 
I lion to the cemetery, looking out upon 
the broad sweeping Potomac aud across 
to whew* the glistening Washington 
monument rears its dizzy shaft, and be­ 
yond to the classic outlines of the capi­ 
tol and the burnished dome of the new* 
library building. 
To the right rise the 
ramparts of old Fort McPherson, to the 
left the countless graves of heroes of the 
civil war, sprinkle! 
w ith 
im p iring 
monuments to distinguished generals, 
aud to the w ar the stately old Lee m an­ 
sion aud Fort Myer. 
In this burial lot. 
which covered two acres in extent, in 
inm lei rows, the wooden boxes con­ 
taining the cask* **, wore rang**d. separ­ 
ated by gn at mounds of earth. 
Over 
each hex ail American flag was draped. 
There was no particular order in the 
dispiriti<rn of the remains, though an 
exception was made in the case of the 
officers, 
Th* 
baze* containing the 
bodies of Captain Edgar Hubert of the 
Eighth United State- infantry; Lieuten­ 
ant L. X. Barnett, Ninth United Statos 
infantry; Lieutenant William Wood, 
Twelfth United States infantry; lie u ­ 
tenant R 
S. Turman, Sixth United 
States infantry, and Lieutenant Francis 
Creighton, United States vol ameer sig­ 
nal iw ps, were placed at the head of the 
line of graves, immediately under the 
eye of the [>w sciential party. 
Of the 
others, fully To per cent are identified. 
About 30 per ©eat are wholly unknown, 
or known only by the regiment to which 
they belonged, 
Long before the arrival of the military 
thousands of pet .pie had surrounded the 
inclosure where the dead k .Idlers lay. 
Some sought vantage points in trees or 
on the ram parts of old Fort McPherson. 
About 2:30 the presidential party reached 
the enclosure. 
They were followed by 
General Miles and hi* staff, the mill 
tary attaches of the British and German 
embassies, all mounted, and the mili­ 
tary escort, 
As they arrived the solemn strains of 
the dead mart'll in Saul silenced the vast 
assemblage, aud with bared beads the 
crowds stood at the graveside while the 
presidential party advanced and the 
m ilitary dispositions were made. 
Just as the president arrived a pathetic 
incident o curred, when aged Mr. and 
Mrs. O’Dowd pressed through the lines 
aud placed a bunch of roses on the cas­ 
ket of their sou, John O’Dowd of the 
Seventh infantry. 
The parents of Lieu­ 
tenant Wood also came forward aud de­ 
posited a beautiful wreath of flowers. 
The sword of that gallant officer was 
upon his casket. 
Immediately the band 
broke out in the sweet strains of “ Nearer 
Mr God to Thee.” and Post Ulm plain C.

Havana, April 7.—The Cuban mili­ 
tary assembly being dead, General Max­ 
imo Gomez will take up his programme 
of solidifying the Cuban people into a 
party that shall, without ceasing, urge 
the United States to withdraw from the 
island 
Hi- purpose is to make the peo­ 
ple seem to have but one emotion, one 
desire—the thought of independence 
and of absolute separation from the 
United States. 
General ( louies considers the dissolu­ 
tion of the assembly as hi* personal 
achievement, aided by the military ad­ 
ministration I. re and countenanced at 
Washington. 
He 
believes 
that 
he 
emerges from the controversy with the 
assembly, stronger than ever with the 
better classe*. 
His theory is that the 
Cubans, who before thought him merely 
an adroit guerilla chief, are now pre­ 
pared to regard him as a political leader, 
and that a ft w days more probably will 
s< e him iu na im gem ral-in-chief of the 
army. 
The Caban general, Pedro Diaz, who 
rimlands in the province of Pinar del 
P.i >, invited several generals aud brig­ 
ade commanders who are friendly to 
Gomez to a c >ufere-nee regarding the 
latter** future course. 
As many who 
were* invited w« re* some distance away 
from Havana aud could not arrive here 
in time for the meeting, there were only 
a few actually present; but the possibil­ 
ity of reinstating Gomez as commander- 
in-chief was informally discussed, with 
the result that little or no opposition to 
the proposal developed. 
In order to get 
a more general expression of opinion, it 
was derided to defer the formal meeting 
until today. 
No other candidate is pos­ 
sible, and if any such action is attem pt­ 
ed, it will 
undoubtedly be 
earned 
through. 
General Gomez, if reinstated, would 
be of greater service to tht United States 
in the disbursement cf the $3,000,000: 
but his political programme means the 
keeping up of agitation and disturbance 
in the minds of the j»--pie. aud the 
weakening of American authority by 
producing the impression that every­ 
thing done by the Americans i* tempor­ 
ary and may sooner or later be over­ 
turned. 
American observers consider any such 
agitation a* extremely hurtful to the in­ 
dustrial revival aud the restoration of 
the Cuban credit. 
Some who are high 
in authority aud who have exceptional 
opportunities of knowing the character 
aud ideas of Gomez, think the United 
States government may have trouble 
with him yet. 
His attitude ha* always 
been consistent regarding independence 
for Cuba, and he is still working for the 
same end.

T h e New E n a c tm e n t o f A rk a n s a s M ay 
D isru p t Laten* U n i o n s . 
Little Rock. April 7.—-The new anti­ 
trust law, which has caused the w ith­ 
drawal of foreign insurance companies 
from the state, continues to be the sub­ 
ject of concern among all classes of peo­ 
ple.

That is the probability that it 
will destroy all labor organizations in 
the state. 
The law is operative against any com­

Izibor, being defined as “a 
thing.” all unions, associations, broth 
erhoods, federations or fraternities for 
the purpose of mutual protection and 
th** keeping up of a standard of wages, 
comes under the ban of the antitrust 
law. 
The attorney general has already 
been approached on the subject by a coal 
operator ami he expre-vmd the opinion 
that the law can b*- applied to tile United 
Mineworkers of America.
